3. Rehearing: Warrant Article 28: Vote/Street Name Standardization 
Daniel J. Dunn, Selectman 

Amy Goldstein, 29 Albermarle Street, presented Selectman Dunn with a letter signed byall residents of Albermarle 
Street requesting that the Board change its previous vote from Albemarle Street to Albermarle for all purposes. 

Ms. Goldstein thanked Mr. Dunn and the Board for reviewing this Warrant Article and supporting 
the residents' request. 

Mr. Dunn moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

4. Vote: Water and Sewer Rate Increase FY2013 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Town Manager Chapdelaine asked the Board to approve the new water rates that were presented at their April 23rd 
meeting. The new rates would be a 7.5% increase in water/sewer rates and a 3% increase in the base fee 
beginning July 1,2012. Mr. Chapdelaine stated the water/sewer rates have been increasing faster than revenues 
and the town has started using funds from the reserve fund. 

Gordon Jamieson, 163 Scituate Street, suggested that the Board should consider shortening the grace period from 
60 days to 30 days which would allow the town to collect payment for 13 months and receive 8.5% more revenue. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated the extra month would come out of the next fiscal year resulting in a revenue dip. 
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Mr. Chapdelaine also stated the enterprise fund could absorb the shortfall for now and the town can rate 
revisions next year. 

Mrs. Mahon moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

5. Update: Disabled American Veterans Club 
Juliana Rice, Town Counsel 

Town Counsel gave an update to the Board regarding the Disabled American Veterans Club at 1207 
Massachusetts Avenue. The Club will have its license suspended from May30, 2012 to June 10, 2012 after 
allegedly engaging in illegal gambling, selling alcoholic drinks to non-members, selling non-whole alcohol drinks 
and selling unstamped cigarettes. The ABCC and the Arlington Police Dept, found violations during a surprise 
March 8th inspection. 

Ms. Rice learned recently that the Board of Selectmen is the record owner of 1207 Massachusetts Avenue and has 

not been able to locate any lease that allows the DAV to use the 

premises. 

Mrs. Mahon moved to have the building appraised and then have a more formal meeting. After the appraisal is 
done, the Board may issue an RFP to see what other interest there maybe in the 
property. SO VOTED (5-0) 

The Town Manager and Town Counsel will report back to the Board of Selectmen after the appraisal is done. 

6. Discussion: Revised One Day Alcohol Policy 
Juliana Rice, Town Counsel 

After much discussion regarding the one dayalcohol policy, Mr. Byrne recommended a change to Item #6 - Security 
- that at least one (1) person who will be staffing each point of alcoholic beverages has certification in TIPS or 
comparable safety training. 

Mrs.Mahon moved approval of the One Day All Alcohol Policy. SO VOTED (5-0) 

7. Discussion: Alcohol Package Stores 
Kevin F. Greeley, Chair

After reviewing our existing Policy for All Alcohol Package Stores the Board approved the same criteria as they used 
before. Applications for the two remaining licenses will be received at the 
Selectmen's Office through May21,,2012.
